According to information compiled by 
postoffice’ fhgpectors regarding Lewis for 
the past ten years, it is stated by them 
that in August, 18%, Lewis was in Nash- 
ville, Tenn., selling a tablet composed of 
saltpeter and ineect powder, a mosquito 


preventive. It was said that he was badly 
in debt and that a Howard E. Nichols 
loaned him $150 and agreed to exploit 
the business in Memphis. Having some 
success, Lewis organized a company, but 
shortly afterwards the business failed and 
was taken fn charge by the Sheriff. 

A preparation for perspiring feet, and a 
tooth powder started by Lewis and Nich- 
ols, who had been associated with him in 
Tennessee and in the Diamond Candy Co., 
enjoyed good sales one summer, but after 
that died out. 

The Progressive Watch Co. was started 
in October, 1898, with a plan to sell watches 
on an endless chain system, but the busi- 
ness was .not profitable.

In 1901 Lewis obtained $5000 from a St. 
Louis business man, a part of which was 
uged in making a first payment on the 
purchase price of the Woman’s Farm 
Journal, and the remainder in paying the 
debts of the Winner Magazine. The latter 
was owned by F. J. Cabot, who is now 
interested in the Lewis magazines and in 
the bank, The remainder of the purchase 
price was paid Cabot in stock of the 
Development and Investment Co.

TO LIMIT SIZE. OF 
NEW YORK'S. AUTOS 


Increasing Bulk of Observation 
and Freighting Machines Be- 
coming a Problem. 


MENACE SAFETY IN STREET 


Commissioner McAdoo Seeks to 
Fix Maximum Size and 
Power of Cars. 


NEW YORK, May 31.—Believing that the 
increasing size of the obstrvation automo- 
biles and those employed for freight trans- 
portation present a serious menace to the 
safety of the public and offer a perma- 
nent bar to the solution of the traffic prob- 
lem, on which he is now engaged, Police 
Commissioner McAdoo has asked the cor- 
poration counsel to advise him as to the 
legality of an ordinance which shall limit 


their size and power. 
“This question is a far more serious one 
than ig generally recognized,’’ said the 
commissioner. ‘“Within the last year vehi- 
cles of the nature which I am seeking to 
interdict have grown to proportions which 
are alarming, and their size is still on 
the increase. There is nothing in the 
world to prevent some ambitious brewer 
from putting a complete chain of cars on 
our city streets in his rivalry with some 
competitor who may have gone him one 
better in the way of automobile wagons. 
“The same conditions prevail in regard 
to the sight-seeing machines, which not 
alone present a danger to street users, but 
are a peril to their passengers. Only yes- 
terday I waa told that one observation car 
is noting built to seat 78 persons. That's 
more than an ordfnary street car carries. 
How in the world they intend to maneuver 
such a vehidle in some of the narrow, 
crowded streets which they visit, I can't 
imagine.”’ 
Mr. McAdoo is also opposed to the meth- 
ods employed by some of the concerns in 
their exploitation of trips to Chinatown. 
Apart from the fact that the streets of 
that quarter are so narrow as to make it 
gee for two vehicles to pass or for 
auratus to get through, he con- 
at the manner in which the visite 
y enae is likely to have an evil! effect 
not alone on the residents of the district, 
but also on the visitors. 
“If remedial legislation regarding the size 
and power of these machines is not taken 
at once,” said the Commissioner, ‘it will 
never be taken, because In a short time a 
vested interest will arise and then it will 
be next to impossible to do anything with 
them. I do not believe it is necessary to 
the dimensions of private cars. 
r ones rarely use the city 
streets, and, ides, the owners are apt 
be more careful than chauffeurs or truck 
Divers. They are building wagons almost 
up to 100 horsepower, with size to corre- 
spond, and with them in the streets the 
rest of the traffic will simply be driven off 
“Pending some action on the part of the 
Aldermen I have asked the Mayor to per- 
mit no more licenses to be issued for ve- 
hicles of this description until J have been 
consulted in the matter.

Laying Bricks for a Pottery Factory 


& i - . 
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She and Her Husband Are Erect- 
ing Building in Which They 
Will Make Flower Pots—A 
Blind Oarpenter- Is Helping 
Them. 


Old Mrs. Helen Hilker, down in South 
St. Louis, would be astonished and not a 
little indignant if anyone told her she was 
a new woman, yet that’s what she is. 
She’s so new and progressive that che is a 
bricklayer, her hands flinty w'‘th mortar, 
her face tanned from working in the open 
air and sunlight. 

And she is also a potter, her specialty 
being the making of flower pots. 

Any day except Sunday, during the past 
four weeks, Mrs. Hilker could have been 
seen laying the bricks that go to make 
the little pottery establishment in the back 
yard of her home, 23 Pennsylvania ave- 
nue, where she and her husband, August 
Hilker, are to conduct the business tn part- 
nership, and she will continue this laying 
of bricks for some weeks to come. The 
pottery, a one-story structure, is mostly 
compcsed of a big brick oven in which the 
flower pots of the Hilkers’ making are 
to be baked. Such a place requires to be 
well built, and Mrs. Hilker'is building it 
well. Those who have studied her work 
say that it will compare favorably with the 
best work of a trained brickmason. The 
little pottery factory is about 20x30 feet, 
and the Hilkers, husband and wife, toil 
side by side in its making. 

Henry Paust, a blind carpenter who 
owns the home in which the Hilkers live, 
is helping them to bulld their pottery fac- 
tory. Sightless, he does the carpenter work. 

Mrs. Hilker looked up from her task of 
bricklaying, surprised, when a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter visited her. She is a moth- 
erly old lady, her Kindly eyes beaming out 
at one through old-fashioned spectacles, 
her seamed and weather-beaten face shaded 
under a quaint old sumbonnet. One wrin- 
kled hand rested on a brick just placed 
in position on the pottery wall, the other 
held a trowel. 

She is German and speaks but little En# 
glish, and it was with considerable diffi- 
culty that she was made to understand 
the purport of the reporter's visit—and with 
much greater difficulty that she could 
comprehend why anyone should be specially 
interested in the fact that she was work- 
ing as a brickmason. 

After a little, however, she and her 
husband got a grasp on the meaning of 
the stranger's call and, as best they could 
in their broken and limited English, told 


of their undertaking. 


Building Their Pottery. ‘* 
Hilker is a potter, trained by a long and 
painstaking apprenticeship in the Father- 
land, and Mrs. Hilker knows enough about 
his trade to help him at it. They are 
poor. They wanted to establish a little 
pottery plant In their back yard, but could’ 
not afford to pay for having it built. 80 
they decided to build it themselves. They 


use a special firebrick in its construction. 
Hilker designed the building and does the 
heavier work of handling the bricks up t 
the time when they are ready to be lai 
on the walls that are steadily gow 
higher and — Then Mrs ilker's 
share in the un deg ee is reached. 

All day long she toils at the laying of 
brick for the enterprise that is to secure 
them against want in their declining days. 
they hope. Mrs. Hilker is a cheerful old 
soul, and sometimes she croons little 
snatches of ancient German folk-songs as 
she works. Always, too, her husband is 
near at hand, so that a word with him can 
lighten the labor of the day. They're a 
curious Darby and Joan twain in a twenti- 
eth century setting. 

And they promise to make beautiful 
flower pots when their pottery is finished,

RENO, Nev., May 81.—Mark Twain is not 
coming to Nevada. This sad news was re- 
ceived from the hills of New Hampshire 
today. It came in a letter in response to 
an invitation asking the humorist to visit 
once more the scenes of his early triumphs. 
It was written to his old friend, J. M. Ful- 
ton of the land department df the Southern 
Pacific Company. In the letter Twain says: 

“I remember as if it were yesterday that 
when I disembarked from the overland 
stage in front of the Ormsby, in Carson 
City, in August, 1861, I was not expecting 
to be asked to come again. I was tired, 
discouraged, white with alkali dust and did 
not know anybody, and if you had said 
then, ‘Cheer up, desolate stranger; don’t be 
downhearted; pass on and come again in 
19066,’ you cannot think how grateful I 


would have been and how gladly I would 
have olosed the contract. 

“Although I wag not expecti to be in- 
vited, was watching out, for was hurt 
and disappointed when you started to ask 
me and anged it to, ‘How soon are wou 
going away!'—for I was an orphan at that 
time and had been one so many years that 
I was getting sensitive about it.

more to rid Western Kansas of prairie 
dogs than was done by the corps of in- 
structors at the State Agricultural Col- 
lege with an appropriation of 000 from 
the Legislature. This is according to the 
Statements of reskients of the western 
counties. Instances are cited by D. E. 
Lantz, field agent of the State Agricultural 
College, in a recent report on Kansas mam- 
mals. The ferret made its apearance 
Kansas only about two years ago, but Mr. 
Lantz has found instances where five or 
six of them drove all of the prairie dogs 
out of a county. 
The Legislature has been trying for sev- 
eral Fears to assist the Western Kansas 
stockmen and farmers in driving prairie 
dogs from their property. The Legislature 
of 1901 appropriated to be by the 
Agricultural College in a series of experi- 
ments to determine the most effective 
means of ridding the State of prairie dogs. 
en the money had been expended it 
was found that the strychnine which the 
farmers had used for years was the most 
deadly poison and the cheapest. It was 
found, however, that even the plentiful use 
of this poison did not drive out all the dogs. 
By the time the ers were about to 
despair of ridding the State of the pests, 
the ferret made its appearance in the do 
towns. The curtosity of the little anim 
made it an easy prey to the hunters. It 
would drive into a dog hole on the ap- 
proach of a hunter and then stick ite head 
Out to watch the enemy. Because of this 
ullarity many were killed before “the 
armers began to learn that they were val- 
uabié. Mr. Lantz says of the ferret: 
“It is much larger than an ordinary 
weasel, has a very long. body and is of a 
soiled, yellowish-brown color, with a black 
patch on the forehead, including the eyes. 
and extending downward to the tip of the 
nose. It is closely furred and its feet are 
covered with hair above and below. The 
feet and legs are black, as is also about 
two a of the tip of the tafl. The ferret 
is found in the western third of Kansas 
and as far out as the Rocky Mountains. 
Its food consists of rabbits and airle 
dogs. It has come to be known the 
western part of the State as the prairie- 
dog ferret.” ;

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DETAILS OF REPORT 
ASKING FRAUD ORDER 


BY CURIIS A. BETTS,

WASHINGTON, May 31.—Assistant Attorney-General Goodwin has under consid- 
eration a voluminous report from the Postoffice Department which recommends that 
a fraud order be issued against the People’s United States Bank of St. Louis, pro- 
hibiting it from using the mails. The bank was organized by Edward G. Lewis, who 

$s its. president, and who is also president of the Woman’s Magazine of St. Louis. 
No action has yet been taken by the Attorney-General’s office. : 

The report was received from Chief Postoffice Inspector W. J. Vickery, to whom 
it was sent by Inspectors Fulton, Sullivan and Stice of St. Louis, the inspectors who 
made the investigation of the bank. The report also states that the case will be laid 
before United States District Attorney Dyer at St. Louis for presentation to the 


Federal grand jury. 
The inspectors say in their reports that some of the other companies organized 


by Lewis were in debt, hence the necessity for organizing a bank in order to have 
read¢ cash from which to supply the needs of these companies. 

The bank has been under investigation by R. M, Fulton, Postoffice Inspector in 
charge at St. Louis, and Inspectors W. T. Sullivan and J. L. Stice since March 1. While 
this investigation has not yet been finally closed, the inspectors submitted to the 
Assistant Attorney General for the Postoffice Department here a report, on which 
they asked that Lewis be cited to appear and show cause why a fraud order should 
not be issued against him. : 

As reasons for the issuance of a fraud order, the inspectors allege taat Lewis 
“obtained money and subscriptions for stock in the bank by exaggerations and mis- 
representations of the security, safety and profits to accrue to the subscribers of 
stock, promising to put in his own funds, dollar for dollar, for every subscriber, and 
then organized the bank so that Edward G. Lewis could and would control it with- 
mut the voice of the stockholders, and use the funds subscribed, or a large portion 

f them, for his own purposes and benefits.” oe ‘ 
At W alleged’ that-Lewis drew salary from the bank as its President ftom July, 
104, while tlid bank ‘was not Jegally in existence, until Nov. 14, 1904, and that he

As to the privilege of officers and direc tors borrowing from the bank Lewis said 
in the July, 1904, Woman's Magazine: 


| SAID OFFICERS COULDN’T BORROW. 


“Our bank will not be a private bank, but a state or national bank. Its stock- 
holders cannot be assessed or become liable. The officers and directors cannot borrow 
or use a dollar of its funds. I, who am arranging my personal affairs so as to take 
and pay for a million dollars of the stock myself, and who will be its president, 
could not lend myself a single dollar of the bank’s funds. In addition to this I am 
pledging my own great stockholdings to you for your additional safety and profit. 
Every dollar that my stock earns goes into the reserve of the bank, adding to the 
value of your stock.”’ ° 

Regarding the investment of the capital stock of the bank in Government or 
State bonds, or gilt-edged securities, Lewis said on page 11 of ‘‘Banking by Mail:"’ 

“The entire capital of this bank will be invested in Governemnt bonds or other 
gilt-edged securities.” 

Regarding his plan of having other banks pass upon and guaranteé all loans, 
Lewis said in the September, 1904, Woman's Magazine: 

“By our system its loans are passed of and the greatest part of them, as I will 
explain, are guaranteed and secured by other banks #ith the best collateral." 

Concermng the, success of his publication, Lewis, under a picture of the Wo- 
man's Magagine Building on the cover of “Banking by Mail,” said: 

“Great office building of the Woman's Magazine and Woman’s Farm Journal 
(Lewis Publishing Co) erected for cash without mortgage or lien at a cost of over 
a half million dollars, in five years, from 4& Start of $1.25, showing what can be done 
if enough people combine to do it even at 10 cents per year each.” 

Regarding his selection of a board of directors. Lewis said on page ll of 
“Banking by Mail’’: : 

“I shall have associated with me on the Board of Directors seven of the strong- 
est, ablest men that I can get. These men I have selected because, while they 
have made independent fortunes—have made them legitimately and honestly by a 
life's labor; they are so situated that they are free from the pull and the intrigue 
that their position would naturally bring against them, but have a life record of 
honesty and fair dealing which makes their standing in the community one that 
cannot be questioned.”’ 

On the same subject Lewis said in the July, 194, Woman’s Magazine: 

“The Board of Directors will be composed of men selected, not because of their 
banking experience, or their connection with other banks or trust companies, but 
largely because they have no such experience or entanglements. I am selecting 
seven strong men who have demonstrated abilities; built up large enterprises, 
amassed considerable fortunes, etc.’

PUBLIC PATIENCE LIMITED 


And the End Is About Reached 
When Careless Running Will 
Be Punished. 


NEW YORK, May 31.—Winthrop E. Scar- 
ritt, former President of the Automobile 
Club of America and a recognized authori- 
ty on automobile legislation, makes the 
startling prediction that unless automobil- 
ists show more consideration for othe users 
of the highways the public will arise in its 


might to drive them from the roads. 

He makes a strong appeal to all owners 
and drivers of motor vehicles for careful 
observance of the laws affecting the use 
of their machines and for the courteous 
treatment of all persons using the high- 
ways. ES 

“On the elevated train this morning, 
said Mr. Scarritt yesterday, “I met one of 
the most eminent lawyers of the metropo- 
lis He is a broad, level-headed, able man, 
intently strong in his likes and dislikes. He 
had just been reading the Herald Auto- 
mobile Supplement, and reverted to the 
topic of automobile legislation. He said 
he would vote for a law to put every auto- 
mobilist who exceeded the speed limit in 
jail for a first offense. 


Must Check the Irresponsible. 

‘He said other things equally strong and 
equally bitter, and added unless you re- 
sponsible automobiligts combine to check 
the irresponsible an reckless drivers on 
the highway you will all be brought into 
condemnation by an outraged public and 
suffer severe penalties. 


“I submit to the automobilists that if 


this broad-minded lawyer, accustomed to 
weigh evidence and to weigh his own 
words, feels thus on the question of reck- 
less ‘driving of automobiles, w may we 
not expect from the average man who 
thinks with less power of discrimination? 

“Every acoident on the highway makes 
tighter the tension between the great pub- 
lic and the automobilist. Let these acc!- 
dents continue, and an enraged and out- 
— public will rise in thelr might and 
drive us from the highway. Theoretically 
we have as much right in the roads as any 
other users, but practically the public can 
make it so unpleasant for us that we would 
abandon automobiling.”’ 


Pleased With Jersey Law. 


Mr. Scarritt referred with ken satisfac- 
tion to the signing by Gov. Stokes of the 


measure amending the law of New Jersey. 
The new law will become operative June 1, 
and Mr. Scarritt regards it as being a long 
step in advance of any other automobile 
legislation.

Ill Health Reason Given by Vice-:

The resignation of Elias Michael, vice-

RUSSIAN COUNCIL TO 
DISCUSS PEACE CALLED. 


ST. PETERSBURG, May 31.—The Czar 
has summoned the Council of Ministers, the 
Privy Counselors to the Emperor, the 
Council of War and all the Grand Dukes 
resident here, into extraordinary confer- 
ence to discuss means of ending the war on 
terms honorable to the Government. 

The conference assembles at Tsarkoe-Selo 
today and the question of securing peace 
on honorable terms will be put. 

If peace is not determined, then the pro- 
position of by what means the war can bs 
continued will be discussed. 

A decision one way or the other, it is ad- 
mitted in the highest official circles, must 
be reached by this council and the means 
to attain the end determined.

WASHINGTON. May 31.—Every foreign 
ambassador and minister at the National 
Capital, leaving out of consideration Count 
Cassini, the Russian Ambassador, and Ko- 
goro Takahira. the Japanese Minister, is 
in favor of immediate peace between Russia 
and Japan. Each one believes that Presi- 


dent Roosevelt could with perfect propriety, 


and without loss of dignity to the nation, 
take the initiative, by addressing identi- 
cal note to the Russian and Japanese Gov- 
ernments requesting them to adjust their 
differences and in the name of humanity 
stop the slaughter of their people.

“In their desperation the Czar and his 
couTtiers repeat that the war must go on. 
So they have declared, after great defeat, 
invite fresh disaster upon their 
country’s head. What are the Russian peo- 
ple, their bodies” and their treasure, that 
Nicholas shall not use them as his per- 
sonal chattels? 
‘‘The crimes of hereditary misgovernment 
have culminated in this war. 
“Revolution may seem far off at the 
Tsarskoe-Selo palace, where Nicholas re- 
mains in hiding. But it is the promise of 
a popular uprising in Russia, no less than 
the certainty of Japanese victory in Asia, 
that confronts the Czar if he persists in 
prolonging the war. 
“All classes are against him. Only about 
the court does loyalty to the existing or- 
der prevail, and there greed, corruption 
and incapacity govern. 
‘Reforms the Czar has promised, always 
postponed or frustrated by self-seeking bu- 
The one, great demand of his 
people he rejects—peace and the power 
and opportunity to work for their salva- 
tion. Possibly he may be strong enough 
to suppress open rebellion for a while. 
But the more millions he pours into this 
futile war and the more hundreds of thou- 
sands of his subjects he sends to a useless 
death, the more surely he will be conspir- 
ing against his own security.”’

“In one parti@ular, however, the battle 
of Korea Strait is differentiated from 
Waterloo and from almost every other 
great battle—that is, in the tremendous dis 
parity between the losses of the vanquished 
and of the victors. Practically, the Rus- 
sians lost everything and the Japanese 
nothing. We must go back more than a 
century to the battle of Nile for compara- 
tive result in comparative conditions, for 
while at Manila and at Santiago our losses 
were practically nothing and the Spanish 
losses everything, it must be remembered 
that our preponderance of strength In each 
case was overwhelming.

Lamesa Swept Away by Rio 
Grande Floods Let In by 
Breaking Dam. 


EL PASO, TEX., IN DANGER 


Inhabitants Building Dikes of 
Sandbags in Attempt to Con- 
fine Oncoming Flood.

EL PASO, Tex., May 31.—Lamesa, New 
Mexico. was washed off the map by ‘the 
breaking of a protecting dam in the Rio 
Grande River just above there under pres- 
sure of the terriffic floods from combined 
melting of mountain snows and heavy 


rains. 

The inhabitants had warning in time to 
flee to the hills and save themselves, but 
all their property and houses were lost. 

Chamberline, farther down the river, has 
been inundated, but the people had warning 
of what was coming in time to escape. ‘They 
left their property behind and will lose 
much of it, but most of the houses will 


stand. 

Breaking of the dam -spread the water 
over ten miles of territory. The floods are 
rushing on toward this city and every pro- 
curable Jaborer has been put to work buiid- 
ing protecting dikes of sandbags about the 
city. 

Great fear is felt that the Mexican por- 
tion of the town will be inundated and 
swept away. Little protection can be af- 
forded to it. The houses are mostly of 
adobe and will melt away like a sandpile. 
There is some fear too that the river may 
cut a new channel and throw part of the 
city over on the Mexican side of the bord- 
er. This. however. will not affect the 
boundary of the two countries, that hav- 
ing been provided against by treaty, both 
the Governments of the United States and 
Mexico taking gg fe of the treacher- 
ous nature of the Rio Grande.

TREATY REJECTIONS 


Encouragement Because 
President and Senate Only Dis- 
‘agreed on Method and Not the 
Spirit of Arbitration Documents 


LAKE MOHONK, N. Y., May 31.—The 
annual Lake Mohonk Conference on Ar- 
bitration was begun here today. 

The opening address was made by the 
President, Judge George Gray, who was 
followed by Dr. Benj. F. Trueblood in an 
address on the ‘‘Year’s Progress in Inter- 
national Arbitration.’’ 

In part Judge Gray said: ‘“‘These annual 
gatherings at Lake Mohonk, to forward the 


| cause of interrational arbitration, are of 


growing national importance, and I »veHeve 
that their influence will become wider and 
stronger, until it is merged in a settled 
public opinion, which will measurably com- 
mand the peace of the world by the firm es- 
taLlishment of international arbitration as 
the means of settling international contro- 
versies. 

“We would have been cheered by the rat- 


ification of arbitration treaties between the 
United States and many of the powers sig- 
natory to The Hague Convention. Such 
treaties were concluded by the President 
with France. Great Britain, Germany, Italy, 
Portugal, Switzerland, Spain and Austria 
Hungary. This hope has been woefully dis- 
appointed by their failure of ratification by 
the Senate, but we can congratulate our- 
selves that no loss of strength on that ac- 
count has come to our cause. As in the 
case of the rejection by the Senate of the 


treaty of 1897, the result has been a widen- 
ing circle of interest and discussion. 

“It was not to be expected that this 
mreat reform and betterment of the world’s 


conditions could be accomplished in the 
perind of a generation. Old prejudices and 
habits of thought die out slowly. The world 
does not progress by leaps and bounds. 
But in the slow process of the ages we 
cannot fail to see the steady gain of hu- 
manity. The ground we have gained we 
will not lose. 

“The Senate of the United State has not 
dissented, but has in effect approved the 
first article of the several arbitration 
treaties presented to it. That article con- 
tains the gravamen of the whole matter.” 


Treaties and Arbitraments. 

Dr. Trueblood said in part: 

“On Friday morning of our last year’s 
conference here Mr. Smiley announced from 
this table that an arbitration treaty had 
just been signed between Spain and Portu- 
gal. Thie was the eighth. Since that time 
22 other treaties have been signed, bringing 
the whole number up to 30. 

“The Hague Court has not settled any d's- 
pute during the year. 

“Arbitration of disputes outside of the 
Hague Court has still gone on during the 
year, though no important cases have been 
handled in this way. The principal cases 
either settled, or in process of adjustment, 
are:

sat in The Hague Convention.

there is a strong and bitter resentment 
against Russia, and little or no sympathy 
is felt for her in her hour of humfliation 
and defeat. Germany, France and aiso 
Great Britain are also blamed for the piti- 
ful positién of Russia, as it was declared 
freely that these nations, in being respons- 
ible for robbing Japan of the fruits of the 
victory of the Chinese-Japanese war, aided 
by Russia herself, by forcing her to evac- 
uate Port Arthur and accepting a mouey 
indemnity, brought on the present war. 

‘‘Russia,”” declared one ambassador, “‘is 
now reaping what she has sown. By 
breaking faith with the nations and retain- 
ing control of Manchuria, she has brought 
upon herself ‘her terrible predicament. She 
is now paying a terrible price for her per- 
fidy and the lack of good faith.” 

One of the important developments since 
Togo's victory is a conference at the Rus- 
sian embassy between the Russian ambas- 
sador and the French ambassador. France 
and Russia are allies and while the con- 
fererice at the embassy my nave had an 
important bearing on the peace situation, 
neither ambassador will admit that this 
is true, or even that there was a con- 
ference. 


Terms of Peace Speculation. 

Another important consideration before 
peace negotiations begin are the terins 
which canbe agreed upon. Those who dis- 
cussed this subject today are of the opin- 
ion that no nation will have the temerity 
to suggest that Japan be robbed of the 
fruits of its victory. Port Arthur, at 
least, will be retained by the Japanese, 
they say, and the first consideration will be 
the absolute and immediate retirement of 
Russia from Manchuria. 

Japan will also demand that Russia with- 
draw what little navy it has left from the 
China Sea, and keep its warships out 
of these these waters for a long 
term of years, or perhaps perman- 
ently. This last eondition, they de 
clare, Japan has a right to exact, as the 
presence of Russian ships of war in these 
waters would be a menace to the peace of 
Japan. A monetary consideration will prob- 
ably have to be paid, but as to the amount 
that is a question about which few sug- 
gestions were made.

The afternoon dispatches show that St. 
Petersburg officials have practically given 
up hope of Rojestvensky's escape. Yester- 
day’s report that the Russian commander- 
in-chief was at Viadivostok has been dis- 
proved. 

A special to the Express from its Kobe 
(Japan) correspondent says that when the 
battle of Saturday was at its height the 
Russian sailors and officers became panic 
stricken by the seemingly wizard-like 
markmanship of the Japanese gunners, and 
many of them threw themselves overboard 
and deserted their ships while the vessels 
were in no danger of sinking. 

The dispatch says: 

“The long-range fire of the Japanese was 
deadly, and there was no chance to reply, 
because the Japanese had chosen their own 
range which no Russian ship could equal. 

“Then came the Japanese torpedo-boat 
attack, which completed the demoraliza- 
tion of the Russians and their crew took 
to their boats before the torpedoes had 
gone home in most cases. Those who fre- 
mained on their vessels were hurled into 
the water by the explosions that followed 
and many saved themselves only by cling- 
ing to pleces of wreckage. 

‘The waters nearest the place of battle 
were alive with Russian seamen, desperately 
striving to make land in small ship-boats 
or clinging to masses of wreckage. Small 
Japanese merchantmen and pleasure ships 
have gone ovt to pick up all the survivors 
they can find. 

“They have rescued already several hun- 
dred men, many of whom are wounded, 
and all in a state of extreme exhaustion. 
They were in desperate straits. The boats 
in which they had sought refuge were bad- 
ly provisioned and the pangs of hunger and 
thirst added to the terrors of the heavy 
seas, 

“A disabled Russian cruiser carrying 200 
officers and men appeared opposite Ha- 
mada, which is on the mainland of Japan, 
opposite the scene of the battle last night. 
She flew the white flag and as soon as she 
was sighted a Governmert boat was dis- 
patched to escort her to shore and to of- 
fer the survivors a ready welcome. . 

‘The officials of the Japanese Red Cross 
Society went out in a launch to give such 


aid as they could to the wounded and car- 


ried them to temporary quarters near 
Yamaguchi, which is at the southwest of 
the Japanese mainland and not far from 
Hamada. 

“Fifty-five Russian sailors, some of them 
wounded. have been picked up 18 miles off 
Mishima. Twenty-three of the crew of the

Wheat Suffers Decline of Over 
Two Cents From Monday— 
May Deal Closed. 


Growing weather over the holiday and 
prospects for only light showers and lots 
of warm sunshine were the chief features 
in putting the wheat market on a lower 
level at Wednesday's opening and shoving 
it on down. The opening was 1 cent off 
Monday's close, but that did not bring 


about any great show of enthusiasm, and 
not until the May option had died and 
July went below 81 cents was trading at 


all lively. 

The May deliveries were about . 100,000 
bushels. ‘The quality of the graded wheat 
offered was not questioned. The price of 
May steadily deciined in the pit prior to 
settlement, the option closing at 9c bid, 
while No. 2 native red winter wheat was 
bringing $1.10 at the cash tables. 

Minneapolis got a little excited over the 
final struggles of the May option, but other- 
wise the wheat markets were downward. 

Corn was strong on State and private 
crop reports and news that a great deal 
of corn must be replanted. 

Primary shipments: Wheat, 767,671 bu, 
against 987,066 last year; corn, 1,227,872 bu. 
against 2,230,456 bu last year; oats, 604,167 
bu, against 1,047,931 bu last year. Ship- 
ments—Wheat, 266,345 bu; corn, 497,369 bu; 
Oats, 383,600 bu. Bradstreets’ decrease fig- 
ures for wheat were 2,006,000 bu east of the 
Rockies and a total of 5.606,000 bu; corn, 
total, 954,000 bu; oats, 611,000 bu. St. Louis 
receipts of wheat for May totaled 636,714 
bu, against 607,327 bu a year ago.

Reclamation Work on the Potomac 
at Washington Threatens 
Historic Landmark. 


WASHINGTON, May &1.—Interest in the 
proper marking of Braddock’s rock has 
been aroused recently, and indications are 
that this landmark of colonial times will 
be fittingly preserved. The famous rock 
on the old Naval Observatory grounds 
jutted into deep water when Braddock’'s 
British army, accompanied by. .George 
Washington, landed there on their way to 
Slaughter at: the hands of the French and 
Indians. The shifting of the channel and 
the reclamation’ of the flats have caused 
the rmiver to recede, and the rock is now 
on iawd, threatened with a covering of 
earths, which would bury. it from sight. 
At @ recent meéting the commissioners 
of ths District of Coliimbia received a let- 
ter ftom Mrs. Josephine T. Swann and 
Mrs. %. Weodbury, of the Colonial Dames, 
saying that the fence the society had 
erectéd around the rock had been de- 
stroyed, and that the rock is. being filled 
over in the work of reclaiming the Toto- 
maoq flats and the lowlands along the river 
front. Col. Biddle, engineer commissioner, 
at once sent Assistant Engineer Grabill to 
invesitgate the matter. 


Mr. Grabill found on the King map of 
Washington of 1303 a promontory shaped 
like ~ rock now designated as ‘“Brad- 

ock,’’ but not so called on the map. 

At that time the rock projected into the 
Fiver, indicated as being of some depth at 
point. There is some discrepancy in the 
location of the rock with reference to the 
south line of Reservation No. 4, in which 
the Naval Museurn of Hygiene is now lo- 
cated, but Engineer Grabill is certain that 
it my within the reservation, and, therefore, 
not under the jurisdiction of the District 
authorities He reports that the elevation 
the rock is about 18 feet above mean low 
egg and that the surrounding ground 
ae = filled to about eight feet above 


This. description is given of the location 
of the rock: ‘Fifty feet out from the 
southeast corner of the wall of the ob- 
servatory.

SORIBNER GOT HIS DIVORCE 


Only Point on Which Court Had 
Doubt Was Definition ‘of 
Beer and a Bloater. 


NEW YORK, May 31.—With her baby- 
blue eyes fixed on Justice Leventritt in 
wide-open innocent amazement, Mrs. Maud 
Scribner yesterday sat in court by the side 
of a co-respondent and without the droop 
of an eyelash heard the Justice tell her 
husband he was entitled to a divorce, as 
the Court was cleariy convinced his wife 
was faithless. 

That rare China-blue eye of the slender 
and pretty young. wire, however, had seen 
animals more terrifying, in a way, than a 
frowning justice, and conquered them. She 
had traveled with a circus owned by her 
husband, Samuel A. Scribner, now a the- 
atrical man, and as Mme. Somebody or 
other had been a famous snake charmer, 
twisting scaly convolutions about her waist, 
arms and neck and looking into beady eyes 
with her own cold orbs, and putting boas 
out of business as easily as she did the 
lions in the second act in the circus. But 
nobody in the courtroom belonged to any 
menagerie she had ever trained, so the 
divorce goes, blue eyes or no blue eyes, 
snake charmer, lion tamer or not. She had 
fought the case hard, to save her name, she 
said. The co-respondent, Charles M. Hig- 
gins of Detroit, came on bere for the same 
purpose. He sat by the side of Mra Scrib- 
ner in court, with Mr. Scribner across the 
room and paying no attention to them. 

The evidence of yesterday was interesting 
in the general and specific denials made to 
everything by Mrs. Maud Scribner; by her 
sister, Mrs. Madge Brooks, a pretty young 
woman who seemed to enjoy the attention 
she invited in a tan automobile coat and 
huge hat, with leaves of grass where there 
weren’t. crowded the reddest of red roses, 
and by the co-respondent, Higgins.
